SIX-TERM LAW 
TS ATTACKED 
IN NOVEL SUIT 


Act Declared Unconstitutional 
in Piea Filed by Judge 
Rodgers. 


IF COURTS UPHOLO HIM 
RESULTS MAY BE SERIOUS 


Possible That All Litigation in the 
Extra Terms of Court Since 
the Law Went Into Ef- 
fect May Be De-« 
clared Void. 


For the first time since the passage 
of the law by the general assembly to 
create six terms of court in the Atlanta 
circuit of the superior branch, a plea 
was entered yesterday by Judge Rob- 
ert IL. Rodgers, representing Angeline 
MecCurdy and Warren McCurdy, to 
contest this act on the grounds of un- 
constitutionality. 

The suit against the defendants was 
brought by J. M. Robinson, and deals 
with the cancellation of a mortgage on 
a ptece of property on Maple street. 
The defendants were served by the 
court and summoned to appear the first 


Monday in July. 
Contention of the Plea. 

The answer to the suit on the grounds 
against the constitutionality of the law 
is as follows: 

Judge Rodgers sete out that there are 
only two terms of the superior court in 
other counties of the state, one in March 
and one in September. By the pass- 
ing of an act in 1905, and authorized 
August 18, of that year, the superior 
court in Fulton county has six terms 
a@ year. 4 

Judge Rodgers contends this law to 
be unconstitutfonal, first, because the 
notification of passing the law was not 
published 30 days before it was intro- 
duced in the legislature: second  be- 
cause the subject matter in the act is 
not all expressed in the title; third, be- 
cause it violates the provisions for uni- 
form procedure in the. courts of the 
state: and that it does not comply with 
the code as to how sections of the code 
shall be amended or repealed 

Results May Be Serious. 


If the contentions of Judge Rodgers 
are sustained it may mean that every 
case which has been decided in the 
superior court for the past three years 
during any term, but the March and 
September terms, will be declared null 
and void. From a lega!-standpoint this 
is one of the most interesting pleas 
which has yet been filed In Fulton coun- 
ty. It will cause a great deal more 

- Interest because the act to create six 
terms has never yet met with opposi- 
tion in the form of an answer to a 
suit. 

By similar acts Chatham and Rich- 
mond counties have four terms a year. 


RATES ARE INCREASED. 


General Advance on Commodities 
of Southern Classification. 


Washington, July 6—A few weeks 
ago notice was given by the south- 
eastern railways that an increase in 
the rates on fresh meats would be 
made into Caroilina- territory from 
Onio and Mississippi river crossings. 
The interstate commerce commission 
has now been informed that a general 
advance in rates, effective August |, 
will be made by southeastern lines on 
all commodities of southern classifica- 
tion, taking classes B, C, D and F from 
Ohio and Mississippi crossings to all 
6outheastern points. The increase 
amounts to three cents per hundred on 
class B, two cents per hundred on 
classes C and D, and four cents per 
hundred on class F. 

The increases are om packing hoyse 
products, grain and grain products and 
flour in sacks and barrels. While no 
announcement is made with respect to 
fresh meats, the rate on them now is 
based on ten cents over the rate on 
class B commodities and it is likely 
that an additional increase on fresh 
meats eventually will be made. 


BURGLARS AT GREENVILLE. 


Residence of Judge Revill Was En- 
tered by Gang of Thieves. 

Greenville, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)— 
The residence of Judge H. H. Revill 
was burglarized last night by a gang 
of negro burglars. One of the burglars 
was captured today at a station ten 
miles from here, after attempting to 
shoot his captors. The other, with 
him, escaped after being shot at sev- 
eral times. The booty was found in the 
express office at Stinson, addressed to 
Robert Johnson, Hartsboro, Ala. 

The same gang had a day before ex- 
pressed a lot of goods to Robert John- 
son, Chattanooga, Tenn. Along with 
the stuff stolen from the residence of 
Judge Revill wae a lot of suspenders, 
shoes ang other merchandise, supposed 
to be stolen, and a lot of merchandise 
had been sold by the negro Johnson 
to negroes here. Johnson is still at 
large, and is badly wanted by the of- 
ficerg here.

Georgia Delegation Resolves to Present Editor’s Name 
to Convention—Georgia Against Bryan If He © 
Can Be Defeated. 


Denver. July 6.—Georgia is ageinst 
Bryan, if there is any chance of en- 
compassing his defeat, but probably will 
vote for him Thursday next unless it 
is demonstrated in the meantime that 
a decided stand in opposition oan be 
made. This position of the delegation 
was announced at the conolusion*of the 
caucus this afternoon. 

Tt was sai@ that Georgia came to 
Denver expecting to find an anti-Bryan 
standard about which they coujd gather 
with other opposing delegations, the 
uninstructed delegations from New 
York having been looked forward to as 
among the opposition factors. Finding 
New York inactive, however, the del- 
egation has practically announced that 
it will not be “left alone in a wilder- 
ness.”

The delegation enthusiastically ‘in- 
doreed Clark Howell for the vice presi- 
dency, and determined to present his 
name to the convention and to start 
an active campaign in' his behalf, Mr. 
Howell also was named to succeed him- 
self on the national committee. 

The Georgia delegation will meet 
agein tomorrow when some definite 
plan of action may be made. A rep- 
resentative of Judge Gray has been in- 
vited to appear before the caucus to 
present the claims of Delaware's can- 
didate for the presidency. 

W. S. West, who was first selected 
as the state's representative on the 
committee to notify the presidential 
nominee, declined the office on the 
ground that he_ “refused to notify

vention May Not Be on 
Time

BELL CAUGHT A TRAIK 


Over Flooded Track He Raced for 
Miles in Hand+Car to Catch a 
Special—Will He Get to Den- 
ver on Time, the 
Question. 


Fairview, Lincoln, Neb., July 6.—Wmifll 
Theodore A. Beli, of California, tem- 
porary chairman of the democratic na- 
tional convention at Denver, reach the 
Colorado capital in time to open the 
convention tomorrow after his hurried 
visit to William J. Bryan and his di 
ficult departure, due to floods? 

This was the question which more 
than platform or vice presidential can- 
didacy agitated William J. Bryan and 
tocal democrats tonight. 

Mr. Bell's arrival, stay and departure 
constitute a melodrama. The first act 
brought him to JIdncoln today anent 
“the papers’ inevitable in dramatic 
Plots and in this case meaning the 
platform and his speech as temporary 
chairman of the convention. William 
J. Bryan, the ‘“‘kindly old gentleman” 
in the play, occupied the calcium light 
when the patter of hoofs introduced 
the hero, Mr. Bell, his carriage be- 
spattered with mud and his clothes 
hinting of the flood conditions in which 
the scene was set. 

Salt Creek on Rampage. 

Salt creek was on a rampage; the 
bridge over Antelope creek had been 
partly washed away and the hero had 
arrived through remarkable difficulties 
at the “‘old homestead.” The act closed 
with a hurried admotion on the part of 
the “kindly old gentleman’ that if the 


herd wished to save the situation he 
“must away’ on the first train. 

Train after train was chosen, only to 
fail as @ possibility of egress as the 
flood was everywhere around Lincoln. 
Finally the low comedian, in the per- 
son of General Manager Melcher, of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rall- 
road, burst In through the medium of 
a telegram and proffered a special train 
to overcome the machinations of the 
flood. 

Bell Pumping Away on Hand Car. 


The curtain on éghe second act rose 
with Theodore A. Bell pumping away 
on a hand-car in company with four 
brawney railroad hands and a news- 
paper correspondent in the direction of 
set scenery representing a flood and 
inundated alfalfa crops. They were 
straining every effort in an endeavor to 
reach the special train provided by Mr. 
Meicher on the other side of the wash- 
out. This act closed with the flood 
passed and the hero on board the spe- 
Clal train.

He Struck the Second Ball Pitched 
and Sent It Whissing—Teams 
Made Up of Statesmen and 
Newspaper Corre- 
spondents. 


Hot Springs, Va., July 6—William H. 
Taft. republican candidate for the 
presidency, today distinguished himself 
on the diamond, when a game of base- 
ball was played between the statesmen 
sojourning here to confer with him on 
sundry matters relating to the coming 
political caimpaign, and the newspaper- 
men, who are endeavoring to keep the 
public informed upon the candidate's 
daily actions. 

The game was the result of the ac- 
tivity of Senator Murray Crane, who 
has had long conferences with the re- 
publican candidate while here. Mr. 
Crane had no sooner finished his break- 
fast today when he began planning for 
a contest of skill between the states- 
men and the correspondents. 

The statesmen nine was made up 
of Senator Crane, pitcher; Representa- 
tive Burke, of Pennsylvania, catcher; 
John C. Bversman, secretary to Repre- 
sentative MciKnley, first base; Repre- 
sentative Burton, of Ohio, second base; 
Representative Lawrence, of Massa- 
chusetts, third base; Representative Me- 
Kinley. center field; Senator Beveridge, 
left field, and William H. Taft, right 
field. 

When the game began Mr. Taft was

To a great many citizens of Atlanta 
it has occurred that the most fitting 
way in which honor could be paid to 
the writer would be in the establish- 
ment of a park where the children, by 
whom he was so greatly beloved, may 
pass happy hours, 

The thought was put in written form 
by tne suggestion made in The Constl- 
tution of Monday by Mrs. Nora 
Northen, who wants a park on the 
north side. ‘She has received many 
calls, congratulating her upon the sug- 
gestion. 

In talking 
Northen said: 

“Numbers of ladies have called me up 
over the telephone today regarding a 
Park to Keep the name of Joel Chan- 
dier Harris forever in the minds of the 
people, and every one of them quite 
agrees that the city of Atlanta shou'd 
go to work at once with a view of es- 
tablishing this park.

The New York caucus was silent on 
the presidential and. vice presidential 
situ&tion, and New York still fails to 
show her colors.

Peary Feels Confident That if He

New York, July 6—With the Peary 
Arctic Club's pennant fluttering from 
her main truck and the Stars and 
Stripes at her mizzen, the arctic ex- 
ploration steamer Roosevelt left her 
pier at Fast Twenty-fourth street to- 
éarrying commander Robert EK 
who is to head another expedi- 
quest of the north pole. The 
Roosevelt, accompanied by a govern- 
ment tug, proceeded to near City Is- 
land, where she anchored for the night 
to permit the adjustment of her com- 
passes. Tomorrow she will go to Oys- 
ter Bay, where President Roosevelt will 
| board her to bid goodby to her 
mander and crew. The Roosevelt will 
then head for Sydney, Cape Breton, 
where she will stop to coal. 
Statement by Peary. 

Before the ehip left today Commander 
Peary said: 

“T have done too 
arctic regions to

I am not foolish enougn to say that 
am going to do-o~ die, but [| am cer- 
tainly going to put into this trip every 
bit of energv—mental, moral and phys- 
ical—that 1 have in order to gucceed in 
my undertaking.

Bryan's homeé, during the dinner given 
by the Nebraskan to a number of prom- 
inent democrats on July 4 Mr. Bryan 
stated ciearly that he realized that there 
might arige situations where the is- 
suance of an injunction without notice 
to those enjoined would be the only rem- 
edy against loss of life or irreparable 
damage to property. To meet such 

, Mr. Bryan further indicated that 
iif the resolutions committee could draw 
a plank which would provide for such 
emergencies, with the safeguard that 
this class of tnjunctions should be self- 
dissolving after a period of taree or 
five days, the plank would meet his ap- 
proval. 

Work of Piatform. 

Work on the platform continued to- 
day through the medium of an informal 
subcommittee, consisting of Governor 
Haskell, who is to be chairman of the 
resolutions committee, and a number of 
prominent members of the party who 
will have places on that committee. The 
product of this work willl be laid be- 
fore a large subcommittee of the res- 
olutions committee when the latter is 
officially appointed by the convention. 

The plan contemplates telephoning 
eagh plank to Mr. Bryan at Lincoln as 
soon aS it is agreed upon by the _ sub- 
committee. In this manner it will be 
possible for the subcommittee to pre- 
sent to the full resolutions committee 
a full platform which has already re- 
ceived the approval of the prospective 
candidate.

FIGHT WAS RESULT OF FEUD

Taylors Came to Salem Charch, in 
Tift County, and Called the Con- 
gers Out of Sunday School. 
Conger Struck Demp- 


sey Taylor. 


Tifton, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)\—A. Con- 
ger, one of the most prominent farmers 
of the western’ part of Tift county, was 
shot and fatally wounded and his two 
sons, Abraham and Barney, seriously 
wounded at Salem church. about 5 miles 
west of Tifton, yesterday 
Dempsey and Jesse Taylor. 

The difficulty of trouble of 
a year's standing between Conger and 
the Taylors, when they had rented a 
crop on Conger’s place. In the justice's 
court at Ty Ty Saturday Conger was a 
party to a suit against the Taylors and 
the disagreement which led up to the 
shooting grew out of this lawsuit. 

The Taylors came to the church and 
called Conger out of Sunday school, but 
after some words went away. After 
Sunday school they returned and some 
hot words passed between them and Con- 
ger, when the elder Conger’ struck 
Dempsey Taylor over the head with a 
stick and Taylor drew his revolver and 
commenced firing at him. One shot 
struck Conger in the forehead, but 
gSlanced, inflicting only a scalp wound. 
Another struck him in the right breast 
and another in the left breast. within 
an inch of the heart. Conger then 
dodged under the buggy in which the 
Taylors were sitting, and. Tavlor fired 
on him again, this bullet striking him 
near the hip and passing upward 
through his stomach and inflicted inju- 
ries which caused ‘his death today about 
10 o'clock. 

Jesse Taylor shot Barney Conger 
through the thigh and Abe through the 
arm, breaking the bone. At first, the 
young Congers and Jesse and Will Tay- 
lor tried to act as peacemakers until 
the shooting began. The Taylors left 
soon afterwards and have not been ar- 
rested. although it is understood that 
they are ready to surrender. The elder 
Conger was the only one fatally hurt.

CounciIman Longino moved that both 
Pearce and the Huddleston res- 
Olutions go to the finance committee. 

Alderman Quilllan stated that the 
effort to load down the bond issue 
would result in the defeat of bonds. 

Councilman Winn,gaid that if $200,- 
000 of bonds were devoted to streets 
the measure would be popularized. 

Motion to Refer Lost. 

The motion of Councilman sLongino 
to refer the resolutions of Councilmen 
Pearce and Huddleston was lost by a 
vote of 12 to 10. 

Alderman Quillian moved to amend 
the bond issue by giving $100,000 for 
parks. It was lost. 

Alderman Key said he Wanted $2,000 
of the money for dog wagons. 

Councilman Longino wanted $200,000 
for streets. Councilman Spratling 
wanted $200,000 for hospitals. 

A vote was taken on Councilman 
Pearce’s resolution giving $100,000 of 
bond issue to the fire department, and 
it stood as follows:

Uncle Remus will live in literature as 
the epic of the black man from whom 
the shackles of the curse of the centuries 
since Ham was accursed in Shinar were 
stricken after he had served his bond- 
age in a land far from the oradle of his 
race. Wibat Kipling di with Ram Dass 
for the jungle tribes and the bazaar- 
dweliers of India, that Joel Chandler 
Uncle Remus for the 
old-time Georgia darky of the cotton 
fields and the corn bottoms. Br’er Rab- 
bit and Br’er Fox and Ole Sis’ T’rrapin 
are as real as Bagbeera, the biack pan- 
ther; Shere Kran, the lame king of the 
jungle; Kaa, or the Banderiogs.

They were the legends 
of the Guinea coast, the folklore of 
Congo villages, the lullaby stories of 
moonlight nights in the weird Dahomey 
forests. Harris saw the genius of the 
race in them and gave it to the world. 
Like Stephen Foster's songs that caught 
the oroon of a race’s bruised = spirit 
brooding over its curse, they are part of 
an imperishable record. While the black 
man HMves the names of Joel Chandler 
Harris and Stephen Foster will live, and 
the music and literature which these 
three have enriched no one of them 
Shall be forgotten.

WAS ARRESTED 


Former City Recorder of 
Jackson, Mich., Charged 
With Embezzlement. 


—_- 


Mobile, Ala., July 6-—Charles All- 
ridge, alias E. C. Williams; at one time 
city recorder -of Jackson, Mich., and 
who was prominent in politics of the 
state of Michigan, is under arrest here 
on the charge of embezzlement and 
will go back to Jackson, Mich., without 
requisition papers, to stand trial. The 
amount reported empezzled was $14,000 
and Allridge has been at large since 
April 1905. The arrest was made by 
Sheriff George H. Bean, of Jackson 
county, Michigan, and Detectives 
Murphy and Lacey, of Mobile. 

Allridge was city recorder and 
treasurer of the Excelsior Building 
and Loan Association, in which it is 
said half the people of Jackson county 
were interested, when he disappeared, 
and an examination of his books, it is 
alleged, showed that he was short the 
sum of $14,000. Rewards were offered 
for his capture, and he was traced to 
Mexico, and the trace for him then 
lost. Sheriff George H. Bean, on going 
into office a year ago took up the case 
and traced him to Mobile through a 
letter written by Allridge to a relative 
{in Michigan. 

The arrest of Allridge caused a sen- 
sation. He came to Mobile with good 
letters, and secured a lucrative posi- 
tion with the Louisville and Nashville 
freight department in this city and 
made hundteds of friends. 

Sheriff Bean came here several days 
ago under an assumed name, and after 
five days of hard work succeeded in 
locating Allridge at his office and then 
followed him to his home where the 
arrest was made. His wife Is living 
at Jackson, Mich., and it is said is 
seeking a divorce.

Bill Providing for Bank Bureau 
Introduced in the 
Senate. 


The most interesting measure intro- 
duced ‘in the senate on yesterday was 
that by Senator Sikes (by Tequest) to 
regulate specialist doctors. The bill, if 
enacted into law, will require specialists 
to’ comply with the law regulating the 
practice of medicine; will not permit 
any specialist to practice under an as- 
sumed name nor will he be permitted 
to advertise in the public press or other 
printed matter, himself or business, by 
displaying any out or photograph which 
will deceive the public. In addition to 
this. the said specialist shall be re- 
quired to visit his office daily, and for 
failure to comply with the details of 
the law his Heense is to be revoked, and 
he wilt) be disbarred from the practice 
of medicine in the state, and fined not 
less than $100. 

To Create Bank Bureau. 


Another bill of considerable impor> 
tance introduced was that by Senators 
Dean and Peacock, to create in the 
treasury department of the state a bank 
bureau, to provide for a bank examiner 
and to guarantee bank deposits. These 
measures are intended to protect bank 
depositors. 

The senate was called to order

This afternoon the appropriation com-

The special order to take up the Mc- 
Michael measure, which will change 
the composition of the state board 
of education, did not. materialize, and 
the house took up the: regular order 
of business throughout the session. 

State Road Extension Today. 


There are, however, two special or- 
ders set for this morning. They are 
the bills by Mr. Alexander, of Dekalb, 
the first of which is to. extend the 
State road to the sea, and the other 
is to issue bonds which will finance 
this undertaking.

The forthcoming meeting here of the 
State Association of Women §uffragists 
will) be a source of interest not only to 
those who are members of the associa- 
tion, and who are indorsers of the 
movement, but to all those who are be- 
coming interested in an organization 
which has excited* the comments of 
the press in all sectione and in all 
countries. In England, especially, has 
the suffrage movement become one of 
broad significance, many of the advo 
cates becoming radical in their activi- 
ties.

Then she thought she woukd 
introduce her as Mrs. Howe, of the 
United States, but she remembered that 
whenever she had been abroad in Eng- 
land, France, Germany or Italy, the 
first woman in America about whom 
people asked her was Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, 80 she had come to the conclusion 
that Mrs. Howe was not limited. even 
to the United States, but must be in- 
troduced as ‘“‘“Mrs. Howe, of the U'ni- 
verse.’’

Report From Georgia That Crop Is 
im Good Condition Caused Fur~ 
ther Decline in the After- 
noon—The Close Was 
Steady. 


New York, July 6.—The cotton mar- 
ket was but moderately active today, 
ang after opening at a decline of i@5 
points, from which there was a slight 
and brief reaction, became settled in 
the direction of lower prices, with the 
close steady at a net loss of i2@!6 
points, and sales limited to 125,000 
bales, representing a little better than 
the recent average of transactions, 
The controlling factor in the further 
decline wag the continued bearish 
character of the crop news which was 
in force, particularly in the later aft- 
ernoon, when a report from a high- 
class Georgia authority reached the 
market to the effect that develop- 
ments recently have been favorable as 
to 92 per cent and unfavorable as to 
but 8 per cent of the belt. The fact 
that the crop is now entering on that 
etage where the danger lies in de- 
ficiency of rain and excess of temper- 
ature, is mentioned by this authority. 
Reports from the southern spot mar- 
kets this afternoon added to the weak- 
nese, being bearish, although they 
Were not accompanied by speculative 
selling orders and the southern spot 
markets remained far above the New 
York speculative parity. Today’s news 
from Liverpool was not much of a 
factor, although during the Amertcan 
holiday interval there were wide 
changes in the English market which 
finally showed weakness under 4 
pressure of local spot offers and crop 
news.

STOCKS SHOWING 
MORE ANIMATION 


More Transactions Than for a 
Month Past 


Feature of Day Was-Large Orderse 
Coming From Single Sources, 
Offerings of Stocks Still 
Scanty-— Gossip of 
Wall Street. 


New oYrk, July 6.—The stock market 
today threw off the lethargy in which 
it was bound last week, and sprang 
into some degree of energy and anima- 
tion. The day's transactions rose to a 
larger tota] than has been touched for 
a month past. There was no direct 
development in the day’s newe to ac- 
count for the change in form, and it 
was attributed to inference drawn by 
by an element of speculative operators 
from the recent action of the market 
and which encouraged embarkation on 
commitment of some magnitude. The 
feature most remarked for some time 
past has been the paucity of offerings 
of stocks at all stages, which left the 
price level little affected in spite of 
the almost absolute stagnation of the 
demand. From this it was deduced 
that it would be easy to advance prices 
by courageous and well-directed effort 
end a moderate accumulation of hold- 
ings. Such an accumulation was evi- 
dent today, accompanied by determined 
bidding up of prices in its wake, often 
renewed after occasional pauses, which 
demonstrated that the supply of stocks 
offering at the advanced levels wag still 
Bcanty. It did not appear that there 
was any growth of general demand for 
etocks, the recent inert market having 
given little encouragement to any spec- 
ulative demand from outside sources. 
A feature of the day’s dealings was the 
large order coming from single sources, 
the mumber of buying erders for 10,000 
shares, and upwards, in different stocks 
attracting much notice. In the bonds 
market there was perceptible some buy- 
ing that was believed to come from 
investment sources, and this, although 
in modercste volume, was regarded with 
satisfaction. The argument was heard, 
in behalf of the raise, that the resist- 
ance of the market to the prostration 
of the demand and to the uncertainties 
in the outlook had demonstrated the 
likelihood that the ciearing up of un- 
certainties would be followed by a rise.
